The Lord Justice’s charge to tho 
grand jury in the Lefroy case is asome- 
what curious atterance. He began by 
calling attention to the fact. that he, 
the Lord Justice, had brought to the 
consideration of the case “a mind hap. 
pily impartial ;” and having given an 
account of the result of the depositions, 
he wont on to ouff tho police with one 
hand. and caress them with the other, 
What they had done and what they 
had left undone in this matter seemed 
to him odd; but, on the other hand, it 
was to be remombered that their -posi- 
tion was not an easy one. “They 
have a difficult duty to perform,” said 
the Lord Justice; and added, need.
